CHEAPENING MONEY 
PRICES 

While the United States dollar has gone 
down in value, carrying the Canadian dol- 
lar part way with it, the British pound has 
kept its position with respect to the French 
franc, now the leading gold standard 
money in the world and therefore the 
thermometer by which the rise or fall of 
non-gold moneys is measured. 

The effect has been to raise the price 
received by Canadian producers and ex- 
porters for commodities sold in Britain. 
The British buyer may pay only the same 
number of pounds he would have paid six 
months ago for a shipment of wheat or 
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beef. But the pounds net more Canadian 
dollars. A pound last week yielded $5.01 


when translated into Canadian currency 
at Montreal. A few months ago it vielded 
only $3.50. 

The British buyer may have got the 
same amount of Canadian products for 
his pound that he could have got last Jan- 
uary. But the Canadian exporter got $1.50 
more when the pound was turned into Can- 
adian money. A change in the value of 
money, it will be observed, is an effective 
means of changing prices. 

President Roosevelt has done for Can- 
ada what the Australians did for them- 
selves; indirectly and incidentally, but 
none the less really. He cheapened the 
Canadian dollar in comparison with the 
pound, and thus increased the number of 
dollars the Canadian seller gets for each 
pound the British buyer pays. 

Our own Government could have done 
that last fall, when the west had 500,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat to sell. It refused to 
do so, and the price in Canadian money 
dropped to 38 cents a bushel at Winnipeg,

In the first place, if you don't 
know how to go about getting your 
skin attractively tanned, the 
chances are that you'll wind up 
with nothing more than a raw, red, 
painful sunburn 
gone thorugh the subsequent stages 
of blistering and peeling, your skin 
may not only lack the becoming 
tan that you hoped for, but may 
also have become leathery, coarse 
and wrinkled. 

Over exposure to sunshine, you 
know, tends to dry and shrink the 
skin. It removes the natural oil 
and moisture that keep the skin 
smooth and supple. As a result, 
the texture of the skin tends to 
become coarsened, and the skin 
takes on a rough leatheriness that 
is neither feminine nor attractive 

There’s another reason why it is 
dangerous to try to acquire a sun- 
tan without first inquiring into the 


proper procedure For over-ex- 
posure to the cun’s rays can also 
cause actual physical illness. The 


danger in over-exposure lies in the 
fact that the. powerful rays of the 
sun may penetrate the layers of the 
skin and seriously injure the under 
stratums. The skin will then be- 
come thick and dry, and the circu- 
lation of the blood through the

“God spake these words, and 
said: ‘I am the Lord thy God: Thou 
Shalt have none other gods before 
Me.” 

“Thou shalt not make unto thee 
any graven image, or any likeness 
of anything that is in heaven above, 
or that is in the earth beneath, or 


that is in the water under the 
earth; thou shall not bow down 
thyself to them, nor serve them; 


for I the Lord thy God am a jeal- 
ous God, visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the children unto the 
third ad fourth generation of them | 
that hate Me; and showing mercy | 
unto thousands of them that love 
Me and keep My commandments. 

Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain; for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltless 
that taketh His name in vain 

Remember the Sabbath day, to/ 
kep it holy. Six days shalt thou} 
Jabour, and do all thy work; but/ 
the seventh day is the Sabbath of 
the Lord thy God; in it thou shalt 
not do any work, thou, nor thy son, 
nor thy daughter, thy man-servant, 
nor thy maid-servant, nor thy

And the sec- 
ond is like unto it: Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor or thyself. On these 
tw ocommandments hang all the

Mr. Fisher spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

Moses !n his desire to live a life 
in harmony with the Creator gra- 
dually developed a full-orbed con- 
ception of God's plan for the guid- 
ance of humanity. Thousands of 
men and women have stood where 
Moses stood on Mount Sinai of 
earth and stone and failed to catch 
the Vision of God's Law. There are 
in the world persons, leaders, insti- 
tutions and nations that seem to 
stand upon the mountain peaks of 
earth and stone who fail to catch 
the Vision of the law that would 
lead humanity to the destiny 
worthy of their existence 

“I suppose that the laws, by-laws, 
regulations, repeals and amend- 
ments passed by our rural! and city 
councils, provinces, Dominion and 
Imperial parliaments, along with 
all of the other legislative and gov- 


érnmental bodies throughout the 
wor!@ in all ages, would be great 
enough in volume to fill several 


trains, and if every book of statutes 
were turned into tablet of stone the 
size of the tablet of stone upon 
which Moses received the law, 
there would be sufficient stone tab- 
lets to build a parliament greater 
in accommodation than any parlia- 
ment of ancient or modern times 

The Commandments that contain 
the low of God can be printed in 
legible type on any post card. God 
gave them to humanity as a chart 
of personal, home, community, na- 
tional and un al life. The ten 
commandments have been a chal- 
lenge to all peoples throughout the 
rolling centuries of time and they 
are God's challenge to the present 
age. 

The great question for all to con- 
sider is, Can we accept the chal- 
lenge of the commandments and 
compare our own lives, institutions 
and governments with the standard 
of righteous living contained in the 
law as revealed to Moses on Mount 
Sinai?

95A street, driver of the bread wa- 
gon and a material wiiness in the 
case, is confined to the General 
hospital receiving treatment for a 
broken leg and ghree fractured ribs. 

Investigations of Sergeant Major 
Dan Fraser's traffic squad disclosed 
that Petherbridge had been stop- 
ped shortly after noon Friday by 
a boy and a girl who hailed him on 
93 avenue near 95 street asking tor 
a ride. The two youngsters, Roy 
Goddard and 8-year-old Vera Brad- 
ley, 9319 95A street climbed up on 
the seat with the driver as the rig 
turned into a nearby lane 

The wheels of the bread wagon 
Pitched into an 1l-inch deep rut, 
hurling the driver and the young 
victim to the ground. The girl hung 
on safely. The wheels of the bread 
wagon passed over Petherbridge’s 
chest and over young Goddard 
whose neck was broken. 

The youngster crawled painfully 
to his feet. stumbled a few feet 
around in a circle and then col- 
Japsed, according to statements 
made to police by eye witnesses of 
the tragedy. Despite h's painful 


injuries, Petherbridge picked up|

The world conference will recess 
next Thursday, and as it slips inte 
the background Empire negotiations 
take the stage. In the strictest sec- 
recy, far removed from the confer- 
ence building, the Empire negotia- 
tions have been under way for 
some time Sometimes they are 
held in a private house; sometimes 
in cabjnet offices in Whitehall Al- 
ways it is away from the world 
conference 

These Empire talks are proceed- 
ing along the double lines of cur- 
rency and trade. The move for 
creation of a sterling bloc of which 
the Empire sterling countries will 
be the centre, as opposed to the gold 


| standard bloc, seems to be gaining 


strength tho@gl the British treas- 
ury still declines to reveal its hand 

The proposal is to divorce ster- 
ling from the gold bloc influence 
and let it follow its own course, in- 
dependent both of the United States 
dollar and the gold france 

Major Walter Elliott, British min- 
ister of agriculture, is one of the 
moving spirits in the empire trade 
schemes. Elliott, by a system of 
tariffs and quotas, is endeavoring 
to re-establish British agriculture 
He wants the Dominions to relax 
some of the pressure on the British 
farmer. He is seeking curtailment 
of dairy products from the Antip- 
odes. He would like to see such 
a cut in imports of Canadian oats, 
particularly, as he thinks it would 
give the British farmer a better 
chance
